dullest of them possesses some item of 
general interest. I have just got hold of 
the Guarda Siochana Directory, where I 
have found many little-known facts. Take 
‘the question, for instance, of the Irish 
people’s borrowing propensities. The 
Directory gives & complete list of the 
moneylenders and pawnbrokers in every 
Free State county, and I wonder. whether 
the figures may be taken as a criterion of 
the thrift or extravagance of the counties 
to which they refer. Seven Irish Free 
State counties have the distinction of 
having neither a pawnbroker nor a money- 
lender. They are Cavan, Donegal, Dublin, 
Leitrim, Longford, Mayo and Roscommon. 
Clare has one moneylender, but no pawn 
broker. So have Leix and Meath. Sligo, 
with one pawnbroker, has no moneylender, 
sharing this record with Monaghan. 


Dublin s Record. 


Galway has two pawnbrokers, but no 
moneylender, likewise Westmeath ; whereas 
Kildare and Carlow have three pawn- 
brokers apiece, with one moneylender in 
the former and none in the latter. Water- 
ford, with six pawnbrokers, has five money- 
lenders, but Wicklow has none of the 
latter, although five of the former. 
Limerick also strikes a fairly even balance 
with five pawnbrokers against six money- 
lenders, but Tipperary has only one 
moneylender as against seven pawnbrokers. 
Cork supports only seven svaoneylenders 
against twenty-three pawnbrokers. When 
one comes to Dublin one must take a deep 
breath; for, while there are only thirty- 
one pawnbrokers, there are no fewer than 
one hundred and sixty-two registered 
moneylenders. So whether you want to 
pawn or to borrow, you ought not to have 
much difficulty in Dublin. 


“Evans of the Broke.’ 


‘Rear-Admiral E. R. G. R. Evans, who, 
it is announced, is to lead another Polar 
expedition, has many claims to fame. It 
is nearly seventeen years ago since, on the 
night of April 20, 1917, he earned the 
name by which he is known throughout 
the Navy and to many millions of schoo!l- 
boys as well. On that date his ship, The 
Broke, met and engaged in combat no less 
than six German destroyers off Dover and 
defeated them after. one of the fiercest sea 
battles in history. Long before that, how- 
ever, Evans had made a name for himself 

As a small boy he was sent to Mer- 
chant Taylors’ School, and soon after- 
wards joined the training ship Worcester. 
where he won a Queen’s cadetship, and so 
entered the Navy. While still on the 
threshold of twenty he was given the job 
of navigating officer of the relief ship 
Morning and of taking her to the Dis- 
covery Expedition. That was thirty years 
azo. In 1909 he joined the British 
Antarctic Expedition as second in com- 
mand to Scott, and when that famous ex- 
plorer died he took over command. Then 
came the War, a whole host of adventures 
alter it, and finally his appointment to 
the command of the Australian Navy. He 
has won over :thirty decorations, and, 
though not big in appearance, has the 
reputation of being the strongest man in 
the Navy.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 


Mr. John F. McGuire, of Cambridge House, 
Cambridge ro@d, Rathmines, Dublin, who is 
claiming £32,400 damages against Messrs. 
Clery and Co., O'Connell street, Dublin, for 
alleged breach of contract in removing him 
from his position of managing director of 
the company, continued his direct evidence 
on the resumed hearing of the action. 

The defendants admit the agreement, and 
plead that the removal of Mr. McGuire from 
the management of the company was neces- 
sary in the interests of the business of the 
shareholders of the company. 

Mr. Overend, K.C.; Mr. FitzGerald, K.C. ; 
Mr, Lavery, K.C., and Mr. Brereton Barry 
(instructed by Messrs. Ryan and O’Brien) 
appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. Jellett, 


K.C., and Mr. Marnan (instructed by Messrs. 
E. and G. Stapleton) for the defendant com- 
pany. 

Mr. Lavery resumed his examination of 
Mr. McGuire, who had, on the previous day, 
caealt with a meeting of the órd August, 
1933, at which dividends were postponed, 
and -asked him if an extraordinary general 
meeting was held on the 14th August for 
the purpose of altering the articles of associa- 
tion. 

Mr. McGuire said that such a meeting was 
held, and the effect of it was to authorise 
the directors to vote in respect of contracts, 
and in particular in respect of matters re- 
lating to moneys deposited with the bank, 
notwithstanding that they were personally 
interested therein. 


“ALWAYS DIFFICULT.” 

Mr. Lavery—At this time, that is, August 
iast year, was the position with the bank 
more than usually difficult ? 

Witness—I would not say unusually; it 
was always unusually difficult. 

Mr. Lavery directed the attention of the 
witness to a meeting of the directors held 
on the 28th August, at which, he said, a 
letter from the bank to the secretary of the 
company was read, and asked what the posi- 
tion of the company with the bank was then. 

The witness said that on the 3lst August 
the overdraft of the company with the bank 
was £150,506, while the permitted overdraft 
was £154,000. On that date their bank book 
in their counting house’ showed cheques 
drawn to the amount of £162,579, which was 
£8,600 over the permitted amount, and of 
that £8,600 in cr about £3,000 was in cir- 
culation through the post, to suppliers, and 
the balance of £5,000 odd would still be 
lying on the secretary s desk. 

Replying to Mr. “ustice Hanna, the witness 
said that there were three accounts in the 
bank. Number one account was really the 
main account. He opened a special account 
for the restaurant--number two account. 
Those were the only accounts they had, 
except an account that they opened when 
they wanted a special loan. They opened 
that special loan account, which they called 
number three account, and they only wanted 
it twice, he thought, in his time. 

The witness said that the intention of the 
directors was to have the bank credit 
amounts which they specified put to the 
assigned deposits. The bank credit as a 
result of that for the year would be that 
Clery’s reduction would amount, to £5,000 
and the assigned deposits would draw £3,900. 
That would be a total of £8,900 instead of 
his proposed £7,000, which he told the bank 
could be withdrawn. He dissented from the 
action of the directors for. that and other 
reasons which he stated on the previous day, 
because the reduction of the assigned 
deposits would be a reduction of deposits 
upon which the interest could never exceed 
5 per cent., whereas on the overdraft of the 
bank the interest was variable from 5 to 8 
per cent. The highest bank charge was 7} 
per cent., and it went from that down to 
5 per cent. during the past six years. 


WEEKLY PAYMENTS OF 
£100, 


Coming to a meeting of the directors on 
September 4th, when a resolution of July 
10th was rescinded and a substituted resolu- 
tion passed, Mr. Lavery asked the witness 
what the position was, and he replied that 
he was directed to make weekly payments 
of £100 to the credit of Messrs. Jackson and 
O'Loughlin, but he dissented from that reso- 
lution on the ground that it was intended to 
take money out of the business which it 
required, A record of his dissent was placed 
on the minutes and stated that unless worry 
of that class ceased it would be difficult for 
him to conduct the business satisfactorily. 
As a result of the meeting on September 
lith he went to the manager of the bank 
and called his attention to his worries from 
the directors in the conduct of the business. 

Mr. Lavery--Did you make every effort to 
ease the situation and make it possible to 
carry on? 

Witness— Yes, 

Mr. Lavery proposed to examine the wit: 
ness in regard to a document which he 
called a *‘ questionnaire.” 

Mr. Justice Hanna—I want to know is it 
relevant? I am not going to try the general 
management of Clery’s, but the express 
charges before me. I want to make that 
clear to both sides. 

Mr. Lavery suggested it was relevant as it 
preceded the dismissal of Mr. Maguire, and 
would show the real reason for the dismissal. 


POWER OF DISMISSAL. 


The witness was then examined about 
transactions in the course of business, and gave 
details of his methods of trading. Questioned 
with regard to the meeting of directors of 
Novemher 21st, 1933. he said that up to that 
none of the directors had suggested that he 
might be dismissed. At the meeting which 
was adjourned to the following day he read 
a statement that the directors had no power 
to pass a resolution dismissing him, and that 
he should act as he would be advised. He 
was informed hy the directors that they had 
power and that there was a clause in the 
agreement which spoke for itself. Having 
taken legal advice he instituted the present 
proceedings, 

In reply to Mr. Justice Hanna he said that 
the Board never asked for arbitration. His 
attention was called to an article which gave 
him power to call in an arbitrator, but: he did 
not think it was his business to do that. 
When the directors intruded on his powers 
he appealed to the Court. 

Answering other questions w.tness denied 
that he disregarded the interests of the com- 
pany and the shareholders for the purpose of 
increasing the commission payable to himself. 
_ Mr. Laverv—During the ten years you were 
in the position of managing director was the 
position of the company steadily improving ? 

Witness replied in the affirmative. and said 
that there was a prospect that at the end of 


the fifteen years the position would be sound. 


He denied that he had been extravagant 
about stock in order to prevent the company 
being in a position to pav interest on de- 
posits, or in connection with the preference 
shares. 


SALARIES OF ASSISTANTS. 


Did you, asked Mr. Lavery, employ any 
persons for your own purposes at rates of 
remuneration which were grossly excessive in 
relation to the services rendered, 

Certainly not, replied Mr. McGuire. 

There were four persons named, said Mr. 
Lavery, and he proceeded to deal with them 
one by one. : 

With regard to Mr. E. A. McGuire, said 
the witness, he was assistant general manager. 
He was paid a salary commensurate with the 
work he did, and not a penny more, The 
staff numbered about 800, and considerably 
more at busy times. Mr. Herbert McGuire 
was being trained in the business. He 
was practically managing Brown Thomas’s in 
the absence of witness and his other son at 
that Court. Mr. J. J. Hickey was one of 
the most satisfactory men in the business. 
Witness called him general supervisor 
and. he was witness’s confidential ad- 
visor, His opinion was always sound. 
He was secretary now in Brown Thomas's. 


He had been with witness for 25 years. He 


was in cltarge of all the cash in the house. 
He was very useful in the detection of 
nilfering. “TI do not believe,” said Mr. 
McGuire, “that there are six men in Ire- 


land who understand how cash leaks out in 
a place like this,” Miss B. Murphy was

m a casual way that he was asked about the 
cost. The cost was submitted to the board

that as the spirit licence was involved, the 
value of the property was concerned. It was 
brought before the board and sanctioned. 

Mr. Lavery—Did you ever draw commis- 
sion other than that on the net trading 
profits under your agreement? 

Witness-—No. 

From first to last has your action been 
motived by the interests of the company? 

Yes. Solely. 


PLAINTIFF 
CROSS-EXA MINED. 


Mr. Jellett, opening his cross-examination 
of the witness, asked him could the 
directors, in view of his agreement, dis- 
charge any duties, and, if so, what duties. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Is not that a question 
of law? 

Mr. Jellett said that he wanted to see 
what Mr. McGuire's attitude was. It was 
for Mr. McGuire to say how he dealt with 
me directors, and what he forbade them to 
o. 

Witness—Í never forbade them to do any- 
thing, but, if they did anything I did not 
agree with. I questioned them. 

Mr. Jellett—Had the directors any power 
to declare dividends ?—I think so. 

Had they any power to deal with the 
transfer of shares ?— Yes. 

Had they any power to deal with the use 
of the company’s seal?—Yes; of course, 
there are exceptions to everything. 

Who had power to dismiss the secretary ?— 
I believed I had. 

Witness said, in answer to further ques- 
tions, that the secretary was appointed 
before he arrived, and he did not know who 
appointed the secretary. He claimed the 
right to dismiss the secretary, but never did 
dismiss him. 

Mr. Jellett—Had these directors any 
authority to deal with the payment of 
interest on borrowed money, according to 
your view ?—It all depended on what they 
roposed doing. My view was if it inter- 
ered with the carrying on of my business, 
they could not interfere, 

If you considered it interfered with your 
carrying on of your business, they had no 
power to do it ’—Yes. 

Had they anything to say to capital ex- 
penditure ’—It never arose. ) 

Who was entitled to control litigation ?— 
It all depended on what the litigation was. 

Who was entitled to control it ’—I thought 
I was. Dr. Murphy said I was in full control 
coming in. I would not come in under any 
other condition. 

Who was entitled to see that corporation 
profits tax was paid?—I always thought it 
was the secretary. : 

Mr, Jellett referred to a meeting of the 
6th May, 1929, at which, he said, Mr. 
McGuire had, according to the minutes, 
refused to confer with the other directors 
before the sanction of capital expenditure. 

The witness said it was obvious that that 
was expenditure in the ordinary course of 
business. 


£1,500 IN DEPOSITS. 

Questioned about a proposal at a meeting 
of the 14th November, 1927. that staff 
deposits and smaller sums should be paid 
off, the witness said that at that time he had 
deposits of his own to the extent of about 
£1,500, and while that was there he felt 
that it was unnecessary to pay off those 
deposits. 

Mr. Jellett—There was a resolution of the 
directors that the staff depositors were ta be 
paid, and you did not comply with it?—J 
agree. 

Witness said that he paid the deposits later 
on without reference to the other directors. 
because he was going to pay his own, and 
thought it only fair to pay the others. He 
paid the others first. 

Mr. Jellett questioned the plaintiff in re- 
gard to letters and objections in the records 
to the minutes of the meetings of the com- 
pany, and asked him if at that stage the 
bank had warned him against further capital 
expenditure and an increase in stock: 

Witness—I thought I was a better judge 
myself than the bank of that question. 

Mr. Jellett next referred to a protest of 
the directors about the attitude and conduct 
of Mr. McGuire and his alleged habits of ex- 
travagant expenditure, 

_ The witness replied that, generally speak- 
ing, he remembered that, “ as,” said he, 
““they are ll the same.” 

Regarding the transfers of shares in rela- 
tion to the Murphy interest in the company 
about April, 1931, when three lots of 500 of 
them were intended to be registered in the 
names of Sir Christopher Nixon, Mr. Richard 
Maxwell and Mr. Koenigs, it was noted that 
Mr. McGuire objected, and the witness was 
asked by Mr. Jellett—Do you consider you 
had the right to object to the transfers 
going through?—Yes, without making in- 
quiries, | 

You were the person ultimately to decide 
if the transfers were to go through’?—No. 

But you objected to them going through ?--# 
Yes. until I made inquiry. 


OBJECTION TO TRANSFERS. 


In the minutes it is stated that you refused 
to allow any of those transfers to go through, 
as it would be injurious to the business. 
and you said: y agreement gives me 
power to do this ””?— Yes, 1 thought so. 

You dissented ?— Yes, 

And refused to let the transfers go through, 
and you said you would dismiss the secretary 
if he allowed them to go through? 

Mr. McGuire asked to be allowed to give 
an explanation of that attitude of his, He 
thought, he said, he had the power to dismiss 
the secretary, and Dr. Murphy at the meeting 
said he had the power. He thought he 
had power to prevent the transfers going 
through, and refused to allow them to go 
through at the meeting. 

Mr. Justice Hanna asked if at the time the 
witness had any idea of the terms upon which 
the shares were being transferred to the 
syndicate. 7 

‘*No,”’ replied witness, “and I wanted to 
find out all about them before letting them 
go through. had made an offer for those 
shares before that myself to Dr. Murphy, and 
offered to pay the interest on the deposits out 
of my own pocket, and not out of the ac- 
counts of the company.” 

‘The witness said that he had control of the 
seal and had the key of it. 

Mr. Jellett—You contend that you had the 
sole control over the seal?—I arrived at the 
boardroom one morning and. saw a large 
bundle of white documents; and until 1 saw 
the contents of these documents I refused to 
produce the seal. I never saw such big docu- 
ments as were then placed before me for the 
first time. 

Why did you object to the sealing of the

POWER OF VETO. 


Mr. Jellett (reading from the minutes): 
“ Mr. McGuire was asked to produce the 
seal, and he said he refused to do so until he 
got full particulars and the conditions under 
which the new directors were coming in, &s 
they might be deleteridus to the business, 
You assumed, asked Mr. Jellett, that you had 
control of the class of persons to be appointed 
directors ?— Yes, | thought I had. He added 
that in view of counsel’s opinion he subse- 
quently withdrew his threat to the secretary 
at the meeting, and said he could register 
the transfers. 

Mr. Justice Hanna inquired if the new 
directors were present at that meeting. 

Mr. McGuire replied that he could not say, 
but he did not think they were. There was 
an imposing crowd there. 

Mr. Jellett—You thought you could veto 
this transfer ?”—1 thought 1 had that power. 

To Mr. Justice Hanna—As a director, apart 
from being the managing director, he had 
certain powers in the business in regard to 
the transfer of shares. 

Mr. Jellett—But in this instance he made 
it physically impossible to be done with the 
aie because he had the key and refused to 
produce it, saying that he-would have to be 
satisfied in his mind that the transfers should 
be carried through. ee 

Mr. McGuiré—That is the reason I thought 
I had the control of the key, so that it could 
not be used without my permission. 1 was 
not a hall porter to carry keys. 

Mr. Jellett next questioned the witness 
about “ advances’’ by the Board in connec- 
tion with the expenses of a law suit, and he 
said he was not in a hurry to enter into litiga- 
tion. He used efforts himself personally to 
have negotiations. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—It is rather mixed 
about making those advances. 

Mr. Jellett—That is when the Murphys had 
made their claims.

TENSE SITUATION, 

Tf the transfer to Sir Christopher Nixon 
went through it would minimise your chance 
of getting hold of the interest yourself ?— 
I did not want any chance once it had gone. 
The situation got more tense and more 
desperate. 

Mr. Jellett repeated his question and wit- 
ness answered: It would have been a good 
thing for the company. I was not always 
anxious to get them. 

The witness was then questioned in 
reference to a letter which he received from 
Sir Christopher Nixon on October 23rd, 1931, 
suggesting that a sum of £3,155 in the No. 3 
special loan account should be wiped out 
by transferring it to the No. 1 account. 
‘The object,” he said, ‘‘ was obvious to 
me. No. 1 account was the big account, with 
which I paid all the creditors. They wanted 
to get the £3,155 into my trading account.” 
Witness went on to say that he instructed 
the secretary not to act on the instructions 
contained in Sir Christopher Nixon's letter. 
He also wrote to Sir Christopher telling him 
that he could not agree to the course sug 
gested having regard to the commitments of 
the company. In the interests of the com- 
pany he felt himself compelled to counter- 
mand the order of Sir Christopher Nixon. 

Mr. Jellett put it to witness that in a 
letter he suggested that the £3,155 was a 
matter for Sir Christopher Nixon, and accord- 
ingly the company had nothing to say to it. 
The claim was for principal and interest on 
money lent and salary due to Mr, Christopher 
Murphy. “ You say that is something the 
company have nothing to say to?” asked 
counsel. ‘‘ What interest had Sir Christopher 
Nixon in arrears of salary due to Mr. 
Christopher Murphy ?”’ 

In my opinion, said witness, his coming in 
as chairman of the company involved us in 
the writ for this amount of money, and |] 
thought he should not adopt the method he 
did of transferring this temporary loan into 
the No. 1 account. It was the second 
temporary loan that was got in my time. 

Had the company no power to deal with 
the claim ? 


POWER TO COUNTERMAND. 
The witness replied that he was in charge. 
Proceeding, he said that it was competent for 
him to countermand instructions to the secre- 
tary.

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France and Britain. . 
Friends of both countries will regret 
the unfortunate trade dispute that has 
arisen between Britain and France. 
Stiff Notes have been exchanged, and 
there is little doubt that, unless a modus 
vivendi can be contrived, an economic war 
on a large scale will ensue. The trouble 
‘began when the French Government 
announced that Britain  henceforward 
would have only 25 per cent. of her export 
quotas—that, in other words, British ex- 
porters would lose three-quarters of their 
trade with France. If this restriction had 
applied: to all the British 
Government would have had no legitimate 
cause for complaint; but, unhappily, the 
United States, Belgium and other countries 
were allowed to retain 100 per cent. of 
their quotas, and Britain was virtually 
the only victim. Naturally, His Majesty's 
Government could not such a 
deliberate act of discrimination against 
British goods; and, after some futile 
announced that an

France. The British Government, how- 
ever, refused to abandon hope of a com- 
promise ; but its latest overtures have been 
rejected, and a prolonged dispute seems 
to be almost inevitable. 

The French deny that their 
discriminates against British goods, and 
argue that those nations which have been 
allowed to retain 100 per cent. of their 
former figures have given the French 
Government a pro quo. This 
contention is hardly honest; for France 
is trying to force Britain to increase her

purchases without any equivalent increase 
in her sales. She seems to require an 
entirely one-sided bargain, and, of course, 
the British Government cannot be a party 
to such a transaction. France now has 
denounced the two leading treaties which 
govern trade between the two countries ; 
and the Paris Press is in full cry against 
the President of the Board of Trade, whom 
it accuses of gross unfairness. According to 
the French experts, Britain’s decision to 
increase the duty on French imports will 
hit certain severely. 
Already the silk industry is beginning to 
feel the effects of Britain’s action, and 
several factories in Lyons and elsewhere

are threatened with ruin. 
of the French quota against Britain. will 
be felt mainly by the coal trade; for 40 
per cent. of British exports to France take 
the form of coal. Both countries must 
suffer heavy losses if the dispute con- 
tinues. | 

French exports have declined of late, 
chiefly on account of the gold standard. 
The French people have an almost super- 
stitious regard for gold ; and they take the 
view that, when Britain was forced to 
abandon the gold standard in 1951—very 
largely as a result of pressure from Paris 
—she thereby gave a bounty to her own 
exporters. They. argue, consequently, 
that the French quotas are merely cor- 
rectives to British operations in a depre- 
ciated pound, and seem to suggest that 
the whole problem could be solved 
instantly if Britain would go back to a 
gold standard. We have much sympathy 
with the French, who are making 4 
manful struggle against economic adver- 
sity; but in this 
completely in the wrong. They cannot 
deny that the United States of America 
are being subjected to few, if any, restric- 
tions, although the American dollar has 
been devaluated deliberately by President 
Roosevelt. The reduction of the British 
quotas was definite discrimination against 
a country to which France owes far more 
than she owes to the United States; and 
she has no right to trumble now that

Britain has taken steps to protect her own 
interests. We hope sincerely that she will 
modify her attitude before the restrictions 
and counter-restrictions begin to be effec- 
tive. After all, the British people are not 
altogether unreasonable. They have treated 
Frence generously in the past, and there 
is no reason now to question their good- 
will, | 


Union in South Africa, 


There is good reason to expect that 
South Africa will have a really national 
‘Government in the near future. General 
Hertzog and General Smuts, the leaders of 
the Nationalist and South African Parties, 
have been in agreement for the best part of 
a year. They have admitted that danger 
lies in any continuance of the hostility 
between Briton and Boer, and that pros- 
perity can be restored only if the two races 
are willing to sink their differences and 
to work in double harness. The followers 
of the two Generals include nearly all the 
white citizens of South Africa, and any 
Government-that should go to the country 
on the issue of fusion would obtain an 
overwhelming ‘majority of votes. To be 
really effective, however, a National 
Government demands the support not of 
most, but of all, citizens; and there are 


still a few dissentients whom the Generals 
are anxious to enrol in the cause, These

‘that preceded the present coalition. For 
a year past Dr. Malan has been relentless 


in his opposition to the new scheme of 


things, but now he has experienced a 
change of heart, and has permitted the 
opening of negotiations between himself 
and General Hertzog. There is no question 
of an unconditional alliance. Dr. Malan 
will bring over his followers only on terms, 
and those terms may not be entirely accept- 
able to the sponsors of a united South 
Africa. The principles of fusion, indeed, 
may be so thoroughly distasteful to Dr. 
Malan’s supporters that he will reject them 
altogether, preferring to remain outside 
the Government. Yet it is no small matter 
that the possibility of complete union 
should be contemplated at all. It shows 
that even the irreconcilables realise that 
their country needs principles rather than 
parties—that South Africa’s plight is so 
grave as to demand the harmony of all her 
citizens. Thus far, by reason mainly of 
racial and political dissensions, the Union 
has gained less out of the Ottawa agree- 
ments than any other Dominion of the 
British Commonwealth, save only the Irish 
Free State. The mines, indeed, are profit- 
ing to-day, but the. other industries and 
the farms are suffering with unfamiliar 
severity, and the black menace inspires 
growing alarm among all the white 
inhabitants. General Hertzog and General 
Smuts have taken the wise and far-seeing 
attitude, and, if Dr. Malan joins forces 
with them, he will have a fair claim to be 
hailed as the third pater patria.

Names of Streets. 


On Tuesday the London County Council 
discussed the re-naming of one of the 
thousands of gtreets under its control. 
The street is at Blackheath, and the 
Socialist members of the Council de- 
manded that it should be called after 
Wat Tyler, the English rebel, When this 
demand was defeated the Records Com- 
mittee brought forward the name of Anne 
Boleyn, which the Conservative members 
favoured; but Mr. A. Emil Davies raised 
a formidable objection. "He cited Professor 
indictment of the unhappy 
Queen. ‘‘ Her virtue,’’ says that historian, 
“was not of a character to deserve the 
respect of her own or subsequent ages. . . 
She appealed to the less refined part of 
Henry’s nature.” ‘‘ That,” said Mr. 
Davies, with generous heat, ‘‘is the lady 
whose name we are asked to put on a 
road in a respectable neighbourhood, so 
that the younger ladies should be stimu- 
lated to ask who she was”; and he <dded: 
“If they should look up her story, who 
knows what consequences may ensue?”’ 
Although, no doubt, ‘‘The Private Life 
of Henry VIII.” has been exhibited to 
crowded picture-houses at Blackheath, Mr. 
Davies’s argument prevailed, and the 
Queen’s name was rejected. It seems, 


indeed, that the London County Council 


‘‘could do no other’’; for its code requires 
that men or women whose names are given 
to its streets shall bear, or shall have 
borne, unblemished reputations, No street- 
name in a London County Council area 
must be permitted to “bring a blusa into 
the cheek of the young person.” The 
strict moralist will applaud, but we fear 
that, if Mr. Podsnap’s dictum had 
governed street-nomenclature in the past, 
London’s streets to-day would be a very 
feeble reflection of England’s fame in 
auction and in letters. There were 
skeletons in Shakespeare’s cupboard, and 
incidents, which the London County 
Council must condemn, in the lives of 
Marlborough, Nelson, Byron, Wordsworth 
and Wellington. We tremble to ask the 
question—but would such a moral censor- 
ship in Dublin leave all her streets 
unscathed ? 


Road Accidents. 


Last week the British Minister of Trans- 
port outlined a new policy for the reduction 
His idea was, roughly, 
that every user of the roads should have 
his place and his duty, The motorist 
would. have special traffic lines from 
which he might not stray, except in pre- 
scribed circumstances; the cyclist would 
have a track of his own, and the pedestrian 
would be allotted pavements, crossing- 
places and islands of refuge. Although 
dragooning of this kind will not be 
welcomed by the people of Britain, the 
plan not only ought to remove much of the 
occasion for road accidents, but certainly 
will make the fixing of guilt very much 
easier. The Minister recognises, too, that 
another party, in addition to the driver and 
the pedestrian, may deserve some of the 
blame for the increasing toll of life—the 
road. He has now addressed a circular 
letter to local authorities throughout the 
United Kingdom, exhorting them to give 
greater attention to the care of the roads 
in their charge. It deals with the camber 
and surfacing of the roads, the provision of 
footways and the need of protective 
measures at dangerous corners and bridges. 
Henceforward grants from the Road Fund 
will depend on attention to these matters. 
The Minister points out that.the rights of 
the pedestrian in narrow country roads 
are being reduced little by little ; for, when- 
ever a highway of this sort is re-surfaced, 
the tendency is to encroach further upon 
the footway or grass verge. Mr. Stanley’s 
new policy has been received with general 
fatour. It is, at least, practical, and 
strong measures are needed after the death 
of fifty thousand people on the British 
roads. :

It is learned that the main 
point of difference is whether any agree- 
ment which may be reached shall be con- 
fined to British Empire markets, or shall 
be extended to world markets. 

The Japanese are understood to have 
expressed the view that only the British 
Empire should be coveted by any agree- 
ment, whereas the British delegates are 
anxious that the whole world markets 
shall be included. Whilst this sharp 
cleavage of opinion has arisen at the 
beginning of the discussions, it is felt 
that yesterday’s talks have been satis- 
factory in that beth delegations have, at 
the very outset, got down to practical 
issues,

TOTAL SOLAR ECLIPSE IN

MEDICAL FEES AND WORKMEN’S 
COMPENSATION, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—It is regrettable that Dr. Hennessy, 
who is usually one of the fairest of con- 
troversialists, has allowed his enthusiasm for 
the amendment relating to medical fees by 
the Seanad in the Workmen’s Compensation 
Bill to lead him into making unfair charges, 
in his letter to the Press, against those who 
disagree with him. His statement that there 
was misrepresentation in the Seanad with 
reference to the probable’ increase in 
premiums as a result of the amendment can 
only refer to my speech. I stated in the 
Seanad that I had made careful inquiries, 
and that I had been informed that the con- 
sidered opinion of the principal insurance 
companies dealing with employers’ liability 
business is that this amendment will result 
In an increase of premiums of 25%. My 
information was received from a representa- 
tive of a well-known insurance company, who 
informed me that the opinion of the leading 


insurance companies is that it would result | 


in an increase of 25%, in addition to the 
increase of 15° which, it is anticipated, will 
follow the other provisions of the bill. Dr. 
Hennessy is quite entitled to controvert the 
opinion of leading insurance representatives, 
if he can do so, but it was not ‘‘ misrepre- 
sentation ’’ for me to make the statement 
which I made in the Seanad. 

The amendment in question was introduced 
by Mr. Lemass in accordance with a promise 
made by him, but he did not recommend the 
House to adopt the amendment, and stated 
that he would prefer that the bill should 
be left in the original form in which it was 
introduced. In the course of his speech he 
stated: ‘‘I have felt that any statutory pro- 
vision governing the payment of these fees 
would be bound to result in a general in- 
créase in the cost of medical attention to 
such workman, and the cost of insuring 
against employers’ liabilitv in respect of it 
would be. increased.’’ The Minister also 
mentioned that in one particular State a 
provision to ensure unlimited medical fees 
had resulted in an increase of over 50% in 
the cost of workmen’s compensation. . 

Dr. Hennessy is not correct when he states 
that the Council of the Federation of Irish 
Industries wnd the Chamber of Commerce 
are perturbed lest a medical practitioner may 
be paid his fees. I do not know of any 
employer who objects to the payment of rea- 
sonable fees, but strong exception is taken to 
the present amendment which may greatly 
increase premiums, and does not do justice to 
the medical profession in the case of serious 
accidents, where substantial compensation is 
payable. The amendment was introduced at 
a late stage of the bill without, in my 
opinion, full consideration, and it should 
not be difficult to devise an alternative plan 
which would meet at least some of the 
grievances of the medical profession without 
adding 25% to the insurance premiums pay- 
able by industrialists and farmers who can 
ill afford such an increase to their produc- 
tion costs 

Dr. Hennessy is also incorrect in his state- 
ment that £5 is the maximum payment for 
medical treatment under the amendment. Ac- 
cording to the Minister’s statement in the 
Seanad, every doctor attending a case would 
be entitled to the £5 maximum. The 
average cost per settled claim for the year 
1931 was £19 12s. 0d Under the bill every 
claim settled by agreement may be taken 
to the Court for confirmation, and in most 
cases it will be less expensive for the em- 
ployer to agree to medical fees up to £5, 
even in e¢ small claim of £5 or £6, than to 
incur the legal costs of disputing the claim 
in the Courts. The probable increase in 
insurance rates is du» to the very large num- 
ber of small claims in which for medical 
fees is an excessive proportion. Personally, 
I would have no objection to an amendment 
limiting medical fees payable by the em- 
ployer to a reasonable percentage of the total 
claim, which incidentally would provide 
much higher fees to the doctor where the 
accident is a serious one, involving sub- 
stantial vompensation and difficult medical 
operations, such as those referred to by Dr. 

ennessy. ? 

In conclusion, I would point out that work- 
men’s compensation is payable for accidents 
where no blame is attributed to the em- 
ployer. When the employer is gui 
Emma an sg más has still his 
right to sue for at Common Law 
or under the Employers’ Liability Ac 
which, if granted, would include all medica 
fees, as well as damages for pain and suffer- 
ing and loss of wages.—Yours, etc.,

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TRADE WITH FRANCE

The Cabinet considered this morning 
the trade controversy with the French 
Government, and it is understood that a 
further Note will be sent to Paris in the 
course of the next few days. The British 
point of view is that to open up 
negotiations for a new treaty while 
methods of retaliation are being employed 
by both parties would be useless, and this 
attitude is understood, if not greatly 
appreciated, in Paris. British and French 
importers are much concerned at the 
situation, which is likely to cost them 
dearly. Cross-Channel traffic, too, may 
be affected when the denunciation of the 
navigation treaty by the F rench becomes 
effective in three months’ time. Such a 
course would hit the tourist traffic 
seriously; for it would mean a big in- 
crease in fares, and, possibly, a stoppage 
of all cheap travelling arrangements.

Government Tardiness. 


The Minister of Agriculture, Mr. Walter 
Elliot, speaking on “the turn of the 
tide’’ at the Constitutional Club yester- 
day, warned the Government that, unless 
Ministers will give a clear and vigorous 
lead, they will be swept aside by any 
party which will give such a lead. It 
would be of interest to know what Mir. 
Elliot’s colleagues said to him .on the 
subject at the Cabinet meeting this 
morning, and whether it had any effect 
in speeding up the business. Possibly the 
remark was not made for public con- 
sumption, but it leaked out, and, as it 
expressed the opinion of a great many 
supporters of the Government in the 
House of Commons, publication was not 
altogether unwelcome. The complaint is 
that the Government is content to let 
legislation crawl along at the pace 
approved when there was no real urgency. 
To-day the position is different, and weeks 
are being devoted to the passing of a 
single measure, when, with a ‘record ”’ 
majority, it could be passed in as many 
days. The delay in slum clearance—to 
give only one instance of dissatisfaction 
with present conditions—is regarded as a 
grievance. | 


The Insurance Fund. 


The Samuel Liberals in the House of 
Commons have introduced a motion to 
induce the Government to recommit 
Clause 18 of the Unemployment Insurance 
Bill, and this is drafted in such terms 
that it may secure the support of a 
number of Conservative and Labour men. 
The clause deals with the appointment 
of a statutory committee to maintain the 
Insurance Fund in solvency, including 
the repayment of at least 54 millions 
annually to liquidate the accumulated debt. 
The Liberals believe that there is little 
justification for a payment which will 
delay indefinitely the restoration of the cuts 
in benefits, and, as the matter was not 
discussed by the committee, owing to the 
operation of the guillotine, it is thought 
that the Government may reconsider its 
point of view. 


Japanese Competition. 


After a delay of several months, the 
Anglo-Japanese negotiations concerning 
the probler. of textile competition were 
opened at the Board of Trade this morn- 
ing. There is no chairman to direct the 
proceedings, and the Government is not 
taking any official part in the discussions, 
which are between the representatives of 
the Japanese and British cotton and i:ayon 
interests only. The delegation from 
Japan is led by Mr. Gentara Okada, and 
the British delegation includes Sir 
Thomas D. Barlow, Sir W. Clare Lees, 
Sir Ernest Thompson, Mr. F. Mills, Mr. 
John Gray, Mr. M. Spelman, Mr. Han- 
bury Williams and Mr. Hughes. The 
negotiators were given a welcome by Mr. 
Walter Runciman, President of the Board 
of Trade. It is expected that the pro- 
ceedings will occupy a considerable 


period, 


A Fifty Cent Dollar. 


It is rumoured in the City of London 
fhat President Roosevelt will proceed to 
reduce the dollar to the legal minimum of 
50 cents as soon as the borrowing plans of 
the United States Government are com- 
pleted. The view in the States, apparently, 
is that such a step will be necessary when 
the really enormous expenditure on public 
works has been better distributed; for 
prices will rise quickly then, and the 
external value of the dollar, now too 
strong to be kept down, will decline because 
of the high costs of commodities and manu- 
factures. In addition, the people of the 
United States consider that the dollar is 
adapting itself to the upper limit of just 
under 60 cents, and that this process is 
what the President presumed—not, hew- 
ever, as a goal, but as a halting place 
on the way to a 50 cent dollar. 


Exports of Coal. 


Mr. Ernest Brown, the Minister for 
Mines, will present a bill to the House’ of 
Commons to-morrow, designed to free coal 
exports from the present quota restric- 
tions. A bigger demand is anticipated 
for British coal abroad, as a result of the 
recent trade agreements; and, if so, the 
operation of the quota on its present lines 
would create a definite shortage for ex- 
port purposes. The new bill is designed 
to avert this possibilit-, and also to co- 
ordinate district prices; but it is not 
likely to come up for second reading until 
after Easter. Mr. Brown states that the 
trade agreements with Norway, Sweden, 
Denmark, Iceland and Finland are ex- 
pected to increase the output cf British 
coal by 3,297,000 tons annually, compared 
with 1931. The decontrol of export coal 
will be welcomed by the mining industag, 
as well as by merchants and shippers. _ 


M. Doumergue’s Government. 


M. Doumergue, the French Premier, 
will meet the Chamber to-morrow with his 
new Government, and, as a preparatio., 
a number of interpellations have been 
handed in, which he will accept for 
immediate answer. M. Doumergue will 
throw down the gauntlet at oncé to any 
opponent in the Chamber, and will insist 
upon a division which will reveal the 
strength of the forces ranged behind him. 
The view in diplomatic circles is that M. 
Doumergue will have a great majority in 
any division that he cares to take, s‘nce 
no party is anxious to ascertain definitely 
whether or not he has a decree from the 
President authorising a dissolution of 
Parliament. One of the points to be raised 
to-morrow deals with the Stavisky scandal, 
and on this matter M. Doumergue is ex- 
pected to announce the formation of an 
inquiry as soon as possible, 


Fog in Land, 


Parts of London to-day were invaded by 
a particularly objectionable variety of fog 
which has been hanging about for some 
days, It was of the old-fashioned type, 
yellow, and full of smoke and fumes. It 
was worst in the South of London, where 
the railway traffic was much disorganised, 
and trams and omnibuses had difficulty 
in moving about the streets. The fog was 
unusual in that it was patchy ; one district 
was darkened, while only a little distance 
off the sun was shining on the streets. The 
gloom increased as the day wore on, and 
at night workers experienced considerable 
difficulty in getting home owing to the 
necessity of fog services on all the 
suburban railways. It has been an 
unusual February for London, since, while 
there has been no rain, there has been 
much sunshine and a great deal of fog. 
Weather experts predict, however, that 
_— oe Ang e month there will be 

renewal of the blasts of icy winds from 
North-West Russia, bringing very low

\t frequent intervals, the Government is 

oadeasting appeals to women whose 
husbands are fighting the authorities, urg- 
ing them to persuade their men to give up 
their arms to the police. 

The broadcast adds that a house-to-house 
search, for weapons is now beginning, that 
the Government is master of the situation, 
and that further resistance is useless. 

In the Meidling district, in the south- 
west suburbs, where the Socialists have 
barricaded ‘themselves’ in buildings, 

tillery bombarded. the insurgents 
vigorously for several hours without 
quelling their resistance. 

Women and children were allowed to 
leave the buildings before the artillery 
opened fire, but one woman was acciden- 
tally killed by a stray bullet. 

More than one hundred unidentified dead 
are still lying in the Vienna morgue, and 
relatives of missing men have been filing 
through the building on the chance of 
recognising the bodies. 

The total number of dead is estimated 
unofficially at between 1,000 and 1,500, 


with thousands of wounded. 


SLAUGHTER OF INNOCENTS. 


& There can be little doubt that many of 


and wounded were non 
combatants. Indeed, a senior officer at 
Floridsdorf admitted that most of the 
casualties probably were innocent residents 
trapped in the apartment houses which 
were used by the Socialist Volunteers as 
strongholds. 

One result of this unintentional

A report from Kuffstein that thousands 
of Nazis had risen in revolt is declared 
to be wildly exaggerated. It is stated 
that all that happened was that about a 
hundred young people demonstrated before 
the Local Government offices, shouting 
“Down with the Government.”’ 

They were dispersed by the police with- 
out any firing. 

In political circles in Rome optimism 
is expressed regarding the situation in 
Austria. It is stated that Dr. Dollfuss 
has now mastered the revolt and is in a 
stronger positic.: than before. 

Great relief is also expressed at the 
Vatican at the Chancellor’s success in 
overcoming the revolt. The Vatican up- 
held Dr. Dollfuss, and in this particular 
case held that tha success of the revolu- 
tionaries would have led to something in 
the nature of anarchy and Bolshcvism in 
Austria. 

The events in Austria are commented 
on by the Berlin Nazi Party organ, 
Korrespondenz, to-day as showing the ne- 
cessity for ‘‘ putting an immediate end 
to the dictatorship of the Dollfuss and 
Fey régime.”’

INTERNATIONAL TRADE 
UNION ACTION. 


PARIS, Wednesday. 

With a view to discussing imeasures of 
international action in support of the 
Austrian Socialist Party, the executive of 
the International Federation of Trades 
Unions held a meeting here this evening, 
with Mr. Walter Citrine in the chair. 

A decision to take “all necessary 
measures to give practical proof of inter- 
national working-class solidarity to the 
Austrian proletariat, whatever the out- 
come of the struggle,” was announced 
after the conference had sat for over three 
hours. , 

This decision was contained in a long 
resolution which refers to the ‘“ heroic 
struggle ” of the Austrian proletariat. for 
the defence of their ‘‘ rights, liberties, 
and life itself, against the military on- 
Slaught of the Austrian Government and 
its Fascist partisans.”’ 

The resolution further expressed ‘‘ pro- 


ment’s policy. After denouncing the 
“ barbarous procedure of using artillery 
against women and children,” and 
‘‘inhuman reprisals against men who 
defend their liberties,’’ the Executive 
appeals to the working classes of all coun- 
tries ‘‘holding the sentiments. of 
humanity ” to protest against “ these bar- 
barous acts.”

STATUS OUO OFFER 
BY BRITAIN. 


PARIS ATTACK ON COAL 


IMPORTS EXPECTED. 
———— 
From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT, 
PARIS, Wednesday. 


ESSAGES from London on the Franco- 
British trade deadlock suggest that 
as a preface to opening negotiations the 
British Government will propose, in a 
Note to France, the suspension of the, 
present restrictions on British commerce, 
while Britain would suspend reprisal 
measures. 

Reuter was authoritatively informed this 
evening that, if this correctly represents 
the British attitude, it will meet with a 
firm French “ No.” - 

“ There is nothing to be done,’’ Reuter 
was told, “ until Britain grasps the solid 
fact that we cannot budge from our funda- 
mental position, which is to say to all 
countries: ‘ You can have 25 per cent, of 
your old quotas, but for the remaining 75 
per cent. you must give us quid pro quo,’ 

“ Britain says that this is discrimima- 
tory,” went on the informant, '“' because, 
relying on this, certain countries have 
already got back their 100 per cent. But 
the very fact that it is open to all countries 
to get back their 100 per cent. proves that 
there is no discrimination. 


VAIN REPETITION. 


“ Admit. our fundamental position, and 
all negotiations are possible ; fail to admit 
this, and all your offers are merely vain 
repetition. 

““ So far Britain has been quite unable 
to grasp this elementary starting point; 
hence the present difficulties between the 
two countries. '' 

Importers of British coal anticipate that 
the coal guota will be cut a further ten per 
cent. from March Ist if Britain maintains 
its present reprisals policy. 

It will be recalled that the coal quota 
was cut ten per cent. on December 1st. 
last, and a further reduction of ten per 
cent. was discussed at the end of January. 
After all, however, the February quota 
was Maintained at the same level as in 
December and January. 

The French Government has not yet 
taken a decision in regard to March, and 
consequently licences for next month heve 
not yet been allotted, but importers will 
be officially notified shortly. 

As coal represents some 40 per cent. of 
the total of British exports to France, it is 
the item by means of which France can 
most effectively bring pressure to bear, 


MUTUAL CONCESSIONS, 


While the French Government remains 
outwardly firm in the assertion that 
France is legally right and Great Britain 
is wrong, a conciliatory tone is adopted to- 
night by the often  officially-inspired 
Temps. 

‘*There can only be one end in view,”’ it 
asserts in a leading article, ‘‘namely, the 
development of commercial intercourse 
between the two countries, whatever means 
are chosen to attain that end.”’ 

These means, the ZJ’emps concludes, must 
consist of mutual concessions, not fisti- 
cuffs, and incidentally admits that France 
was wrong not to try and open general 
trade negotiations. with Great Britain 
earlier and in better conditions. 

“ The denunciation of the 1826 and 1882 
Conventions has a double advantage,’’ it 
declares. ‘‘ First, it gives France back her 
freedom; secondly, it compels Great 
Britain to negotiate. The negotiation will 
be difficult, both on account of the mental 
irritation which has developed and because 
it will raise the question of the whole 
future tariff policy of France.”’ 


SEIZED CLONMEL 
CATTLE IN DUBLIN. 


MAY BE PUT UP FOR 
SALE TO-DAY.

The twenty-one cattle which werd seized 
in Clonmel last Tuesday for non-payment 
of rates arrived in Dublin yesterday 
morning, and were kept in the pens of 
the Great Southern Railways Company at 
Kingsbridge under a strong police guard 
throughout yesterday. . 

Recently Court decrees were given 
against farmers in the Clonmel district, 
and on Tuesday the Sheriff (Mr. J. W. 
Buggy), accompanied by a large force of 
Civ.c Guards and detectives, seized ten 
in-calf cows from the farm of Mrs. Mary 
O'Donnell at Kilmoracey. Later the 
Sheriff and police took eleven two and 
three-year-old cattle from the farm of Mr. 
Thomas Morris, who is chairman of the 
local branch of the United Ireland Party, 

The amount of the decree against Mrs. 
O’Donnell was £25 and that against Mr. 
Morris £51. 

Late on the night that they were seized 
the cattle were despatched by train ‘‘ for 
an unknown destination,” but they 
eventually arrived at Kingsbridge Station 
—apparently without being addressed to 
anybody—at 7.40 yesterday morning. 
About thirty Civic Guards met the train 
and watched the unloading of the animals, 
which were penned, and afterwards watered 
and fed in the goods yard. 

Throughout the day the police guard 
was maintained under the charge of an 
inspector and a _ sergeant, but on the 
approach of a photographer the Civic 
Guards moved away from the vicinity of 
the pens in order that they should not 
appear in the picture. Detectives also 
were stationed in the yard and about the 
station buildings, but very few people 
appeared to be aware of the arrival of the 
cattle in Dublin. and there was no dis. 
turbance of any kind. 

While somebody will have to pay about 
£2 a day for the feeding and watering of 
the animals for every day they spend in 
the railway company’s pens, it is believed, 
however, that the cattle will be driven to 
the Dublin Cattle Market this morning to 
be offered for sale. Inquiries made last 
night, however, failed to reveal who would 
put the animals up for auction.

JUSTICE GOFF’S APPEAL. 


DUNDALK, Wednesday. 


IS si at a Special Court in Anne 

Street arracks, before District 
Justice Goff, Edward Lawless, Park street, 
Dundalk, a hairdresser, was charged in 
custody on remand with the attempted 
murder of Mrs. McGrory and two boys, 
named Francis Fisher and Alex McDonald. 
The charge was a seguel to the bombing 
explosion at Chapel street, Dundalk, on 
Sunday night last, when the house, in 
which Mrs. McGrory was alone at the time, 
was blown to pieces. ' 

Formal evidence of the arrest of Lawless 
was given by Sergeant Rahilly, who asked 
for a remand in custody, 

Mr. L. C. Murphy, solicitor for Lawless, 
asked that at the next hearing some 
evidence should be produced if the case 
was not concluded. He asked for a re- 
mand on bail. 

The District Justice stated that in view 
of the charge no remand on bail could be 
considered. If possible, the authorities 
should offer some evidence at the next 
hearing, but he could not tie the hands 
of the State if they were genuinely making 
investigations, or if the disclosure of part 
of their evidence might be inadvisable in 
the interests of their case. 


GUARDS HAMPERED, 


Inspector Lambert stated that their in- 
vestigations were wide and varied, and 
having regard to the nature of the case 
they were sorfewhat hampered, but they 
would do their utmost to have the evidence 
put forward as soon as possible. | 

The accused man was then remanded in 
custody for a week. ° 

When the remand had been made the 
Justice said he wanted to take that oppor-

He would like to endorse the ex- 
pressions that had been made from various 
quarters of hope that the public would 
co-operate in every way in bringing the 
offenders to justice.

Rightly or wrongly—and I believe rightly 
—these terrible outrages, and numerous 
other outrages of the type and only differ- 
‘ing in degree from this one, are attributed 
to certain organisations. The public 
generally have no doubt on that point. 
These organisations have been under the 
ban of the Church since 1931, and for good 
reasons. If the public want to co-operate 
properly, not merely in bringing to justice 
whoever is responsible for this diabolical 
outrage, they will take steps to outlaw 
these organisations. 


“ METHODS OF THE DEVIL.”’ 


‘Tt is the duty of every member of 
every one of these organisations who has 
been duped into joining them by the 
grandiose and patriotic motives they pro- 
fess, to leave these. organisations as 
Catholics and Christians. It is the duty 
of the public to show in every way that 
they abhor these organisations, and to fly 
from them as they would from a plague— 
a great moral plague. The objects they 
profess may be grand, but the methods 
they adopt in their campaign are the 
methods of the devil. We have a good 
example of it here in this Chapel streei 
outrage—a perfect example, and it is not 
an isolated one. If the public them- 
selves, who are largely the victims—apart 
from the special victims, they are the 
victims as ratepayers all over the country 
for these horrible outrages that are dis 
gracing the country; they are victims, 
too, who can ill afford the material 
damage that has to be made good Ly reason 
of these outrages—if they set their faces 
against these organisations, give them no 
sympathy and no support, they wil] die 
of inanition.

For this purpose it 1s 
necessary to amend the Constitution, and, 
consequently, a new bill, to be called the 
Constitution (Amendment No. 23) Bill, 
will be introduced. Its purpose, according 
to the title, is ‘‘to make such amendment 
of the Constitution as may be necessary 
to terminate, as from the next dissolution 
of the Oireachtas, the separate representa- 
tion of universities in Dail Eireann.” 

Another new Bill is the Electoral (Re- 
vision of Constituencies) Bill, 1934. The 
purpose of this bill is “to revise, 
pursuant to Article 26 of the Constitution, 
the constituencies (other than university 
constituencies) by which the members of 
Dail Eireann are elected, and, in con- 
sequence of such revision, to alter the 
aumber of members of Dail Eireann. and, 
for this and other purposes, to amend the 
law relating to the election of members 
of Dail Eireann.”’

LICENCES FOR NEXT 
QUOTA PERIOD.

Licences for the export of store cattle 
fo Great Britain during the next quota 
period were issued yesterday from the 
Department of Agriculture. There were 
also issued the first licences given to 
feeders of fat cattle. These are in 
accordance with the quotas already an- 
nounced, and will operate as from to-day. 

In connection with the issue of licences, 
there was a good deal of comment in the 
lobbies of Leinster House regarding the 
question put to the Minister for Agri- 
culture at question time, which seemed to 
indicate that licences issued for the export 
of fat cattle, instead of being used, were 
being sold. The Minister was not aware 
of this practice, but other quarters 
appeared to have knowledge of the fact. 

This is the first issue of licences to 
feeders of fat cattle in compliance with: a 
demand made by a meeting of farmers 
held in Dublin some weeks ago.

THE ROOSEVELT 
REFORMS. 


In a leading article to-day The Times 
observes :—In succession to the bill regu 
lating the Stock Exchanges, now before 
Congress, other bills have been drafted 
applying the same principles to the cotton 
and other commodity markets. All these 
bills may be modified in their passage 
through the Senate and the House of 
Representatives, but they will probably 
be adopted in something closely resembling 
their present form, rigidly controlling 
speculation and imposing severe checks on 
gambling on margins and in _ futures. 
Closely connected with these efforts to curb 
speculation and to hinder the making of 
what Mr. Roosevelt regards as illicit 
profits is the vigorous campaign which he 
ta now directing against ‘‘ graft’’ in public 
life. In this, the most dramatic episode 
so far, has been his summary action in 
cancelling the mail contracts of all the 
air lines operating within the United 
States on the ground that, as he held to 
be proved, they had been obtained by fraud 
and collusion. 

This cleansing breeze blowing from the 
White House is, as our Washington 
Correspondent puts it, felt as infinitely 
refreshing by the country as a whole. Not 
that everything which the President does 
will escape criticism... The bills to 
control speculation will be keenly opposed 
by all the interests affected, and many of 
their more rigid restrictions may possibly 
be eliminated, but the President, while in- 
sistent on principles, has been very careful 
not to commit himself or the Administra- 
tion to the details of highly technical and 
controversial measures. 

It becomes clearer with every presiden- 
tial move, adds The Times, that social 
and economic reconstruction is at least as 
important as business recovery in the eyes 
of the present Administration. Nor is 
there any doubt that the reconstruction 
contemplated is radical, indeed almost 
revolutionary.

——— 


R. BALDWIN’S first address in the 
National Government campaign was 
delivered last night at Preston. 
Discussing the general attitude to govern 
ment and party, he said :—Recent develop- 
ments, both at home .and abroad, have 
shown signs of distrust in democracy— 
that peculiar British system. A great deal 
of the political allegiance to-day to any 
Government or party is more practical 
than sentimental. There are millions in 
this country outside parties. They judge 
by results. They want ti see a move got 
on. They do not wish their Government 
to be prejudiced by any preconceived ideas 
that members of that Government may 
have on any question. . I believe that co- 
operation among men brought up in very 
different schools is not only possible, but 
desirable, and is being obtained to-day. 
In many countries to-day, Mr. Baldwin 
said, liberty had gone. Even while the 
preparations for that meeting were being 
made it looked as though they were seeing 
it go in one more country—in Austria. . 
Turning to home affairs, Mr.. Baldwin 
said:—You know. quite well there are 
many people in this country who are 
beginning to cry out for something spec- 
tacular on the part of the Government. 
I do not see in either Sir Oswald Mosley 
or Sir Stafford Cripps men who are going 
to lead a revolution in England. I, my- 
self, would not hesitate to support any 
change if I - ere convinced that it would 
be for the benefit of our people. 


THE INDUSTRIAL POSITION. 

In our country we are a nation that has 
become over-industrialised. If an experi- 
ment were made in this country that 
affected vitally finance and industry, the 
risks of disaster are appalling. We must 
make certain of the ground upon w:. -h we 
are going to put our feet before we move. 
That is the answer to those who want to 
read about every week that there is some 
new plan on the part of this Government 
for the industries of our country. . 

Mr. Baldwin then touched on indus- 
trial production. In the third quarter of 


last year—the last quarter of which they ~ 


had complete figures—they found, he said, 
that the industrial production of this 
country was no less than ten per cent, 
greater than it was in the preceding year, 
and he had little doubt that when the 
figures for the whole year were out they 
would prove to be the best ‘hat we had 
had for the last two years. 


THE COTTON TRADE. 

In a reference to the cotton industry’s 
difficulties, ‘he said—The old days are 
gone, and gone for ever. You believed in 
Lancashire that no one could ever make 
cotton except yourselves. The truth is, 
that with modern scientific research, 
modern transport, and given ca ital, there 
is hardly a corner in the world that can- 
not produce what it likes. That is the 
fact we are up against. 

I quite agree that the Japanese problem 
is one of extraordinary difficulty, and all I 
would say is that I am quite certain we 
are approaching this problem on the right 
lines in trying to get some agreement. I 
would rather say nothing to-night about 
the possibility of failure of such discus- 
sions, beyond this—any questions of pro- 
hibition in any areas of the world against 
any great Power are fraught with the 
gravest consequences. The losses that 
might be incurred by the parties to a tariff 
war of that kind, I believe, are incalcul- 
able, and where both sides realise that, I 
cannot think that they would be such fools 
as not to come to a sensible and a pacific 


understanding. 


TRADE UNIONISM. 

Of trade unionism Mr. Baldwin said: 
In my view it is not only necessary to-day, 
but it will become more necessary in the 
future, as I see things developing in this 
country, that the principle of collective 
bargaining should be maintained and 
probably increased. The one essential 
thing is loyalty to agreements. “' Black- 
legging,’’ on whichever side it may be, 
can cnly make for destruction and chaos, 
and it leads also to that internecine cutting 
of domestic trades that has been the curse 
of half the industries of this country, and 
has brought down an industry and the 
wages with it. That must stop, and it can 
only be stopped by loyalty—loyalty right 
through—masters and men. 

With regard to agriculture, Mr. Bald- 
win said, it might well be that in the 
course of the next year many difficulties 
would arise in the working of the various 
schemes. But, where hitches occurred, 
the Government would be ready to advise, 
and, if necessary, interfere. One thing, 
he went on, is certain. We are convinced 
we are going to make: agriculture— 
we are making it—once More a great 
industry in this country. 


DISARMAMENT. 

Turning to disarmament, Mr. Baldwin 
said:—There is no country which, for 
years past, with all its Governments, has 
fought more, has worked more ior dis- 
armament, and, I may add, has done 
more. In the world to-day there are two 
countries—Russia and Japan—which are 
armed to the teeth, while we are trying to 
‘disarm. Can we get them in? That is 
the problem, but the Government will not 
relax its efforts. 

After all, he concluded, we are almost 
the last country standing to-day for 
freedom of speech and conscience. 
(Cheers.) In the future let us see that, 
whatever happens, you put no Govern- 
ment into power unless you are convinced 
of the strength of that Government to 
maintain the tradition of our great people, 
and te stand four square against any 
attempt to lessen, minimise or break its 
ancient faith and its ancient liberty,

BIG STREET-LIGHTING 
PLANS.

SAFER ROADS AND LOWER 
RATES. 


Streets are going to be safer to walk along 
and easier to drive on next autumn. — Local 
authorities, large and small, are discussing 
ways and means of improving the lighting in 
their respective districts. Scores of them are 
making tests of the very latest street-lighting 
appliances. Illumination is far less than it 
might be if recent advances in _ scientific 
street-lighting were used to full advantage. 

Recent official figures show that bad or non- 
existent street-lighting 1s responsible for many 
road accidents after uarx. : 

“ The grid ” scheme of electrical supply is 
now complete, and brings the prospect oí very 
much cheaper electricity to all except the very 
remote centres of population. But most 
important of all, a recent British invention, 
the vapour-discharge electric lamp, has made 
possible an entirely new standard of outdoor 
electric lighting with a big reduction in costs. 

The Osira lamp, providing more than twice as 
much light as the ordinary electric bulb for 
an jute consumption of current, was first 
made a practical possibility by the research 
engineers of the General Electric Company. 
The experimental installation has only been 
working a year, but already Belfast, Birming- 
ham, Blackpool, Bridlington, Manchester, 
Oldham, Rochdale, Seaham Harbour, Stock- 
port, Tynemouth and Worksop have the 
system in operation, “while Leicester, 
Brighton and several London suburbs have 
adopted street lamps which use the patented 
Osira principle. 

Motor drivers who have driven along the 
stretches of arterial raad lighted by the new 
lamps praise them without reserve. The 
even, shadowless illumination takes away all 
the anxiety usual on poorly lit streets, while, 
even more important, there is some peculiar 
quality about the new light which does away 
with all the glare from the lights of approach- 
ing traffic and brings the rays of even power- 
ful headlamps down to a mild yellow glow.

On February ó the Minister wrote to Mr. 
Sinclair, expressing himself as rather dis- 
turbed to note the contents oí the letter on 
the subject of grading which he had sent to 
the Chairman of the Newry. Urban Council. 
‘“T appreciate, of coutse,’’ wrote the Minister, 
“that the letter was sent by you as chair- 
man of Messrs. Sinclair’s, and not as chair- 
man of the Bacon Marketing Board, but the 
general public do not always bear these fine 
distinctions in mind. You will, I am sure, 
realise very fully the awkward situation 
which might arise if there was created in the 
public mind the impression that the chairman 
of the Bacon Marketing Board was opposed 
to a policy to which the Government has been 
definitely committed since the publication of 
the Lane Fox report.” 

- Following correspondence on the subject, 
Mr. Sinclair wrote to the Minister as follows: 


INTERESTS OF THE TRADE. 


DEAR Sir Bas, Brooxe,—Your letter of 
12th brings this correspondence to its inevit- 
able conclusion. I am astonished at your 
suggestion that I am expected to sink my 
individuality as a director of Messrs. Sim- 
clair’s in the chairmanship of the Board. 

I place my resignation unreservedly in 
your hands, to. take effect forthwith. I have 
always been sympathetic to the basic prin- 
ciple of the Government’s policy, which 
was to guarantee a fair and reasonable price 
to the farmer in his production, but now 
that the Government intend to go much 
further in the direction of bureaucratic in- 
terference in the detail of an industry which 
has its peculiar and difficult features in 
Northern Ireland, I cannot support a policy 
which we believe will be detrimental to all 
the interests to which I am pledged, viz., 
the small farmer (the backbone of the indus- 
try), the country shopkeeper, and the country 
markets, not to speak of the majority of the 
curers themselves, The position of the 
Bacon Board has been proved to be highly 
invidious under the scheme, as its policy in 
every point is subject to the veto of your 
Ministry, and as it is clear that the Govern- 
ment intends to push through their policy of 
grading and contracts, I cannot a any 

y; 


responsibility for it—not, as you imply, for 
yes reasons, but in what I conceive to 
e the interests of the trade. I propose to 
publish this correspondence. : 

In accepting the resignation, the Minister 
says :—Í agree with you that as you cannot 
see your way to support the Ministry in 
developing a system of quality grading of 
pork careases and voluntary contracts ‘it is 
right that you should resign the chairmanship 
of the Board. 

It was because I felt that you were not in 
sympathy with the scheme and was anxious 
to secure your support that 1 twice asked 
you to meet me fn & discuss with me person- 
ally the situation. I still feel that if you 
had seen your way to do so we could have 
reached a mutually satisfactory under- 
standing. 


FOREIGN IMPORTS. 


You must, I feel sure, appreciate that as 
the control and limitation of foreign imports 
by the Imperial Government is conditional 
upon the principles of the Lane ‘Fox Com- 
mission’s proposals being put into operation 
throughout the whole of the United Kingdom, 
the Ministry, in the interests of our small 
farmers and the whole Province, must come 
into line with Great Britain in this matter 
and so secure for Ulster the maximum 
benefits of the scheme.

A preliminary meeting of the Prices Com- 

mission was held yesterday at the offices of 
the Prices Commission, La Touche Bank 
Buildings, Castle street, Dublin, in connec- 
tion with a public inquiry into the cost (in- 
cluding the wholesale and retail prices, the 
transport, handling and ráid charges, 
and the margin of profit), in Saorstat 
Eireann, of all materials and appliances used 
in the building of houses. Provisions for the 
holding of such an inquiry were made in the 
Housing (Financial and Miscellaneous Pro- 
visions) Act, 1952, and, following a recent 
request from the Free State Minister for 
Local Government, the carrying out of the 
investigation was referred by the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce to the Prices Com- 
mission, 
_ While the preliminary meeting was mainly 
éngaged on questions of procedure and 
general investigation, it was decided to take 
immediate action on a number of complaints 
with regard to specific details. In that con- 
nection, the Commission viewed with concern 
the recent tendency to iffcrease prices for 
certain commodities. 

Trade and labour organisations are being 
invited to submit a amáss at. one of the 
public sittings of the Commission, for which 
arrangements are now being made. Evidence 
and suggestions will be weleomed -feom all- 
sections of the community, and it is hoped 
that the ventilation of essential facts will 
not only remove any existing sources of com- 
plaint, but generally expedite the Govern. 
ment’s housing programme.

vate profit is contrary to the public interest, 
and calling on the Government to take steps 
to prohibit it. 

ceording to the report of the League Com-. 


e said, the manufacture of armaments by 
private enterprise led to bribery and corrup- 
tion, and another allegation was that arma- 
ment firms disseminated false reports. con- 
cerning the naval and military progress in 
various countries, with a view to stimulating ' 
armament expenditure. He believed that 
these allegations. applied less to our own 
country than to some other countries. of 
Europe, but that did not imply that some of 
these things might not be true in our own 
country. 

It was the duty of the State to take over 
the manufacture of armaments, and if they 
did this their diplomatic relationships would 
not be influenced by the urgings and warn- 
ngs of the private manufacttrer. 

r. G. G. Mitcheson (Conservative) moved 

an amendment, declaring that the House 
would deplore a system which would increase 
the number of State employés havmg a vested 
interest in the production of instruments of 
warfare; would lead members of Parliament 
to press the Defence Department to provide 
jobs for their constituents, and would deprive 
a large number of people of em- 
loyment in the manufacture of goods 

or export. He said that we had 

largely reduced our defence forces as á 
gesture, but if we were to go farther and 
stop the private manufacturé of arms we 


| should find ourselves in a position which, so 


far from commanding the respect of the 
world, would be an invitation to attack, and 
would lead to our defeat and degradation. 

Mr. H. Williams (Conservative) seconded the 
amendment. He said that he would certainly 
decline, in the name of high morality, to 
vote for a resolution which would throw 
25,000 men out of work. 

Mr. Dingle Foot (Liberal) declared that a 
powerful case could be made out against the 
private manufacture of armaments. It was 
a dangerous traffic, which should be either 
suppressed or very strictly controlled. 

Mr. Duff Cooper (Under-Secretary for War) 
said that we had controlled the export of 
armaments, but the lead we had given in the 
case of the war between Chima and Japan 
had not been followed by other nations. He 
stressed the necessity of maintaining the 
system of private enterprise in the matter of 
armaments in case the need for a sudden 
expansion should arise. We were living in a 
dangerous world, and it was growing more 
dangerous every day. Only a change in the 
mind of man could do away with the need for 
Disarmament Conferences. There was some 
evidence of a desire for peace, but we must 
fate the possibility that all our efforts to pre- 
serve. peace would, break down. We could 
only face that fearful catastrophe by having 
our soldiers, sailors and airmen. equipped with 
the best weapons of war. 

The motion was rejected by 173 votes to 
58, and the amendment was agreed to 
without a division.

SHOTS FIRED INTO 

PROTECTED HOUSE.

MI ANTHONY (Ind. Lab., Cork City) 


asked the Minister for Justice in the 

Dail yesterday whether, in view of 
the attempts on the life of John Murray, 
9 Dillon’s Cross, Cork, on the nights of the 
Ast and 26th or 27th January, the Garda 
authorities have been taking any special 
measures to prevent any further attacks on 
this man and his familys and what were 
these measures. 

The MINISTER said that, following the 
raid on the house of John Murray on the 
night of the 2lst January, suitable measures 
were taken, and were still being taken, to 
afford protection. It was obmously un- 
desirable to give details as to such measures. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Ind. Lab., Cork) asked 
if the Minister for Justice was aware that 
on the occasions of the attempts on the life 
of John Murray a number of uniformed 
Guards and plain clothes policemen were 
engaged in searching and raiding the houses 
of other citizens in Cork, and if he would 
state if a sufficient number of Guards would 
be ¥cleased from this kind of duty to afford 
the necessary protection to the lives and 
property of all law-abiding citizems of the 
State. . 

The MINISTER—No searches except those 
arising out of the outrage itself were mde 
in Cork City on the 21st, 26th and 27th 
January. The Deputy may take it that 
every effort is being made, and will be 
continued to be made, by the police to afford 
adequate protection to the lives and pro- 
perty of all cipizens. 

Mr. COSGRAVE: (U.I.P., Cork City) 
asked was the Minister aware that, notwith- 
standing the protection afforded, shots had 
been fired into Murray’s house while the 
house was under Garda protection, as the 
Minister stated. 

The MINISTER—I am aware of that. 
The MINISTER FOR JUSTICE informed 
Mr. J. M. BURKE (U.LP., West Cork) 
that heehad received reports of occurrences 
in the village of Leap, Co, Cork, on the 
night of Sunday, February 4th, in which a 
Guard was assaulted and an attempt made 
to rescue a prisoner from the Garda Barracks. 
As legal proceedings were pending in the 
case, it was not desirable that the matter 
should be discussed in the Dail, 


EXPORT CATTLE LICENCES. 
Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) asked the 
Minister for Agriculture whether he was 
aware that licences issued for the export of 
fat cattle by his Department were not being 
used by some persons, but were being sold, 
and if the profit made by the sale of such 
licences was helping to reduce the price paid 
to the producers 
The MINISTER (Dr. Ryan) replied that he 
had no knowledge that such licences were 
being sold. He had heard statements to that 
effect, but it would be extremely difficult to 
verify them. Licences for the export of fat 
cattle were now being issued to feeders only, 
and the allocation of the licences was based 
on the recent Census figures, certified by the 
Department’s Inspectors. It appeared very 
unlikely that in the future sales of such 
licences would take place, as the feeder would 
naturally wish to use the licences allotted to 
iim to enable him to sell his fat cattle. 

Mr. DAVIN asked would it not be possible 
for the Minister to obtain information whether 
licences had been sold by examining the re- 
ports of his Inspectors and checking up the 
figures of cattle exported with the licences 
issued, 

The MINISTER said it would be a possible 
but very difficult task. Such sales were not 
likely. to happen in the future. 

Mr. DAVIN asked was the Minister aware 
that people who had received licences had sold 
them at £2 and £2 10s..

Turning 
right down the hill, and across the lane, he 
made a big ring past Season’s and back to 
Glenmore ; then back again through Barretts- 
town down to the avenue, Crossing the road 
near the lodge gates, and bearing right- 
handed over the Punchestown road, hounds 
hunted on across the Eadestown road to 
Elverstown, where a beaten fox made good 
his escape after a hunt of 70 minutes.

DECREE ON EXAMINER'S | 
CERTIFICATE. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 


Judgment was delivered in a case in which 
Frances Reich, 131 West 98th street, New 
York, U.S.A., was plaintiff, and Joseph 
William Lemass, 4 Mountain view road, 
Ranelagh, Dublin; Henry Lemass, 31 Par- 
liament street, Dublin, and Francis Doyle, 
31a Elmgrove, Ranelagh, were defendants. 

The action was for an account of monies 
due on foot of a mortgage dated April 6, 
1911, between Margaret Mary Doyle, of the 
first part; Austin Johnstone and the plain- 
tiff of the second part; and Joseph William 
Lemass and Henry Lemass of the third part, 
whereby 2 and 3 Mountain View road, Rane- 
lagh, and 3 and 4 Annaville, Ranelagh, with 
other premises, were mortgaged to the de- 
fendants, Joseph William Lemass and Henry 
Lemass to secure certain monies due by Mar- 
wei Mary Doyle to the defendants, Lemaas. 

ubsequent to the mortgage, the mortgagees 
went into possession and collected the rents 
and profits. Margaret Mary Doyle died in 
1926, whereupon the plaintiff, Frances Reich, 
became absolutely entitled to the aforesaid 
four houses. The premises, No. 2 Mountain 
View road, were sold by the defendants, 
Lemass, in 1927, as mortgagees under their 
power of sale. Austin Johnstone pre- 
deceased Margaret Mary Doyle, and Francis 
Doyle, as their personal representative, was 
joined as a defendant for conformity, 

The action, as stated, was brought by the 
plaintiff for an account of the monies due 
on foot of the mortgage, and also for an 
account of the rents and profits of these 
premises received by the defendants, and for 
an account oo the proceeds’ of 
the sale of the remises, The 
action was instituted in 1930, and a primary 
order was made in December of that year, 
whereby the Court directed that accounts be 
taken, as a result of which the Examiner 
found that there was no sum due to the 
defendants on foot of a mortgage, but that 
certain monies were due by the defendants 
to the plaintiff in respect of rents received 
out of the premises and balance of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of No. 2 Mountain View 
road, after payment of the mortgage debt. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that, having re- 
ey to all the circumstances of the case, 
e was of opinion that the plaintiff and the 
defendants, Lemass, should abide their own

MENACE OF THE 
UNEMPLOYED. 


LORD KILMAINE'S 
VIEWS. 


NATIONAL “SWEEP” 
SUGGESTED. 


i——é—— 


ORD KILMAINE, in the House of Lords 
yesterday, urged the undertaking of 
work for the prevention of coast 

erosion, and for the drainage of marsh land, 
and called attention to the opportunities 
which such work would afford for providing 
employment. He expressed the fear that.if 
they failed to deal with “this terrible un- 
employment,” much longer it would lead 
eventually to revolution. The problem could 
be solved in only one of two ways—either by 
the redistribution of the population of the 
Empire or by the institution of relief works. 
It might be suggested that relief works were 
uneconomic, bu eo in a time of national 
crisis they could find the money. Among 
ways and means, he suggested a graded in- 
crease in the tax on dogs, a tax on cats and 
a tax on push-bicycles. 

Surely, he added, the time has come when we 
might institute a national sweepstake in this 
country. You cannot stop a man from 
gambling or drinking, if he wants to do it, 
by legislation. It is a well-known fact that 
three-quarters of the lrish sweepstake tickets 
are purchased by subjects of this country. 
Why on earth should we send our money to 
the Irish? They are not our best friends now. 
Why should we not keep our money at home? 
We know that there is gambling on football 
matches, dog racing and other things. Surely, 
it would be much better if those people 
would put their money into something useful, 
and for the good of the country. 

The Earl of Kinnoull supported Lord Kil- 
maine’s suggestion about finding work for the 
unemployed. 

The Earl de la Warr (Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Agriculture) reminded 


‘the House, amid laughter, that Lord Kilmaine 


had devoted only one sentence of his speech 
to his subject. Only a few years ago, he 
pointed out, a Royal Commission reported that 
the prevention of coast erosion was the busi- 
ness of the local authorities and the individual 
landlords. The prevention of coast erosion 
and tha reclamation of waste land, he said, 
was highly specialised work, and was not at 
all suitable for the unemployed. The Govern- 
ment, however, was giving financial support 
to certain schemes. They were all looking 


forward to happier days when it would be 


possible to give further support to this im- 
portant work. 
The subject then dropped.
